On the besis of a one-year agreement with Poland, 30,000 tons of 
scrap mohthiy have been exported from the Russian Zone to Polend 
since 1 April 1948, On 21 May’1948, Poland purchased 1000 tons 


of kaolin for 36,000 US dollars. 


In late May 1948, a Swedish trade delegation was in Berlin to 
negotiate a one-year trade agreement with the Russian Zone to the 
amount of thirty to forty million Swedish crowns. Sweden pronosed 
to deliver steel in return for chemicals and machines from the 


Russian é0ne. Difficulties in the negotiations were occasioned 


by_the Swedish desire for scrap, which is almost entirely sold to
